I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  for  the 
vear  1946. 

C.’ 

As  in  previous  years  the  birth  rate  for  the  district  is  higher 
than  for  the  Country  as  a  whole,  whilst  the  death  rate  is  lower.  The 
Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  resident  mid  year  population  of  the 
district  shows  an  increase  of  620  on  the  1945  figure. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year 
and  there  has  been  no  undue  incidence  of  infectious  disease. 

The  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  and  deaths  from  tuberculosis 
were  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year.  » 

Fewer  cases  of  scabies  but  more  of  verminous  scalp  conditions -in 
children  were  reported  during  the  yeap. 

Tho  steady  increase  in  the  percentage  of  the  child  population 
immunised  against  diphtheria  was  maintained  during  1946.  The  increase 
was  most  marked  in  the  under  five  years  old  group  where  the  •percentage 
immunised  at  the  end  of  1946  was  69%. 

There  is  little  need  to  emphasize  the  magnitude  of  the  housing 
problem  and  its  relation  to  the  public  health.  The  Council  has  made 
an  excellent  start  on  its  post-war  housing  programme. 

Some  progress  was  made  with  the  scheme  for  tho  supply  of  water 
to  the  district.  Trial  boring  had  commenced  at  Snelling  Farm,  Moreton, 
but  reports  at  .the  time  of  writing  indicate  that  it  is  unlikely  that 
the  reouired  amount  of  water  will  be  found  at  this  Vite. 

The  third  problem  facing  the  Council  is  that  of  providing  sewerage  , 
for  the  villages.  A  start  has  been  made  on  tho  scheme  for  sewerage 
at  Sandford  where  50  temporary  prefabricated  houses  are  to  be  erected. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and 
consideration  and  my  fellow  officers  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and 
co-operation.  V

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA . 


Water  Supply. 

There  have  been  no  alterations  in  the  sources  of  supply  or  distribution  of 
water  in  the  district  during  1946. 

The  table  on  the  next  page  gives  the  percentage  of  houses  in  the  parishes, 
and  the  district  as  a  whole  served  by  various  typos  of  water  supplies.  The 
figures,  which  are  approximate,  have  been  supplied  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
are  are  based  mainly  on  the  result  of  the  pre-war  housing  survey. 

With  few  exceptions  the  small  piped  supplies  are  from  springs;  they  are 
difficult  to  supervise  and  control,  and  without  exception,  wholly  inadequate  to 
meet  the  proper  needs  of  the  population  they  serve.  Only  those  areas  served  by 
the  Swunage  Urban  District  Council  and  Poole  Borough  Council  water  supplies  can 
bo  regarded  as  having  a  really  adequate  supply. 

The  Dorset  County  Council  and  Ministry  of  Health  approved  the  sinking  by 
the  Rural  District  Council  of  a  trial  bore  hole  at  Spelling’s  Farm,  Moreton  in 
connection  with  the  Councils  scheme  for  the  supply  of  water  to  their  district. 
Work  on  the  trial  bore  hole  had  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year.

There  have  been  no  alterations  in  the  sewerage  and  drainage  arrangements 
in  the  district  during  the  year.  Most  of  the  older  cottages  and  houses  have 
pail  closets.  The  newer  houses  are  provided  with  water  closets  and.  cesspits. 

Nuisances  due  to  overflowing  cesspits  continue  to  occur,  particularly  in 
the  Sandford,  Upton,  and  Wool  areas. 

Difficulty  is  experienced  in  making  arrangements  for  the  frequent  emptying 
of  cesspits  in  the  district  by  the  firm  carrying  out  this  work.  The  Council 
does  not  undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspits. 

The  only  parts  of  the  district  which  have  main  sewer  drainage  are  West 
Lulworth  Village  which  discharges  into  the  sea,  and  Bestwall,  27  houses  in  the 
parish  of  Warehain  St,  Martin,  where  the  sewage  is  discharged  into  the  Ware  ham. 
Borough  Sewerage  system. 

The  contract  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  Sandford  sewerage  scheme  had  been 
let  and  preparations  for  commencing  work  were  being  made  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
This  scheme  provides  for  the  sewerage  of  123  houses,  1  hotel,  1  garage,  and  a 
school. 

Ministry  of  Health  inquiries  into  the  sewerage  schemes  for  the  villages  of 
Langton  Uatravers,  Corfe  Castle  and  Wool  had  not  been  held  by  the  end  of  the 
ye  ar . 


Rivers  and  Streams  Pollution. 

No  serious  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  district  was  reported 
during. the  year.  A  sample  of  effluent  was  taken  from  the  Bovington  Sewage 
Disposal  works  which  discharges  into  a  tributary  of  the  River  Frame  was  taken 
for  Analysis  and.  found  to  conform  with  the  standards  laid  down  for  a  good 
effluent. 


HOUSING . 

The  result  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  Housing  Survey  confirms  the  general 
impression  of  the  poor  standard  of  working  class  houses  in  the  district.  Of 
the  number  of  houses  already  inspected,  27%  require  demolition  and  replacement, 
and  although  the  worst  of  the  houses  tend  to  be  inspected  first,  it  is  some 
indication  of  the  magnitude  of  the  problem  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  building  new 
houses .

Milk  Supply, 


One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  cowsheds  and  dairies  wore  inspected  during 
the  year.  36  notices  were  served  on  owners  in  respect  of  defects,  32  of 
which  were  complied  with,  and  4  were  outstanding  at  31.12.46 

The  number  of  milk  producers  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  290,  as  compared  with  291  at  the  end.  of  1945. 

Although  the  greater  part  of  the  milk  consumed  in  the  rural  district, 
is  still  ungraded,  more  bottled  pasteurised  milk  and  tuberculin  tested  milk 
is  now  available. 

The  general  standard  of  cowsheds  and  dairies,  with  few  exceptions,  is 
fairly  good  and  a  number  of  dairyfarms  had  improved  water  supplies  installed 
during  the  year.

There  was  no  serious  epidemic  disease  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

During  the  month  of  January  influenza  of  moderate  severity  was  epidemic 
in  the  district.  Three  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  influenza. 

Whooping  cough  was  prevalent  during  the  months  from  March  to  September  • 
inclusive,  73  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  25  during  1945. 
There  was  one  death  from  whooping  cough.
